VOTE 

H CKNEY is set to go to 
ie polls on Thursday 
> September to elect 
new Mayor. 

It follows the resignation of 
long-standing Mayor Jules Pipe 
CBE who - after 14 years in 
the role - announced that he 
was standing down, following 
his appointment as Deputy 
Mayor of London for Planning, 
Regeneration and Skills in July. 

The elected Mayor leads 
Hackney Council and appoints 
a cabinet of councillors tasked 
with overseeing specific areas of 
local authority services. 


FOR NEW MAYOR 


The successful candidate will 
be in post until 2018, when the 
next local elections are due to 
take place. Five candidates are 
vying for residents’ votes. They 
are: Philip Glanville, Labour 
Party; Amy Gray, Conservative 
Party; Samir Jeraj, Green Party; 
Dawa Ma, One Love Party; and 
Dave Raval, Liberal Democrats. 

The Mayor will be elected 
using the supplementary voting 
system, which means that 
residents have two votes: one for 
their first choice candidate, and 
one for their second choice. If, 
when all the first choice votes are 


counted, one candidate has more 
than 50 per cent, they will be 
elected the Mayor of Hackney. 

If no candidate has more 
than half of the votes however, 
the two with most first choice 
votes will remain in the election 
and all the others will be 
eliminated. The ballot papers 
for all the eliminated candidates 
will then be counted, with the 
second choice votes for the two 
remaining candidates added 
to their first round totals. The 
candidate with the most votes 
overall will then be elected 
Mayor of Hackney. 


Polling stations will be open 
from 7am to 10pm on 15 
September and the count takes 
place the next day. All residents 
have been sent a booklet 
with details of candidates, 
their statements, and further 
information about voting. Poll 
cards have also been sent out, 
but residents do not need them in 
order to cast their vote.

learn a bit of first aid; and 
experience what it’s like to 
be handcuffed. 

They were also treated 
to a fly-by from a 
police helicopter; and a 
demonstration from police 
dogs, sniffing out ‘evidence’. 

Hackney Police 
Superintendent, Jo Edwards, 
added: “I am delighted to 
have been invited to this 
community event.

There are so many 
people, and so much to see 
and do. It helps to advertise 
the joint working between 
the local police and the 
Shomrim, who support the 
police, 24-hours a day, seven 
days a week.”

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Capturing counter-culture 

Alan Denney’s photos capture life in Hackney from 1974 onwards 

W 


N Alan 
nney says ‘I 
ve Hackney’ 
e’s hardly 
alone. His methods of 
expressing it, however, 
are quite unique. Visit his 
online flickr page, and 
you’ll find 581 photos 
of Stoke Newington and 
another 376 of Dalston, 
covering four decades of 
the area’s history. 

Some are black and white, 
others in vivid colour. 

They might capture a 
rain-sodden shop-front, a 
shuffling line of marching 
protestors, or the wary 
glance of a housewife 
queuing for a bus. They 
all, however, depict the 
amateur photographer’s 


unwavering passion for 
the neighbourhood he has 
called home since 1974. 

“I came to visit friends 
in Hawsley Road, Stoke 
Newington for a weekend 
and just stayed,” explains 
Alan. Having jettisoned his 
university law course, 
he found the area to be 
‘an excellent place for 
young counter-culturals’ 
like himself. 

“Slum accommodation 
was cheap, nasty, but easy 
to find in the dilapidated 
Victorian terraces,” he says. 
And so the young Alan put 
down firm roots. 

He continues: “I worked 
as a local authority mental 
health social worker for 30 
years. For a while, in the

1980s, I had Ronnie Kray 
on my caseload but, as 
history shows, I completely 
failed to rehabilitate him.” 

He also raised a family 
and so, understandably, he 
explains: “I didn’t prioritise 
photography particularly, 
but I usually had a camera 
with me and if something 
looked interesting I’d snap 
it. I would have taken a lot 
more photos but film wasn’t 
cheap, every click had to 
count, unlike today with 


re-usable memory cards.” 

Carrying the camera was, 
however, the easy bit. 

“The hard bit was taking 
it out and using it. Today 
you see lots of people taking 
photographs in the street. In 
the 70s and 80s it was still 
unusual in Hackney. 

“I started out using a big, 
heavy, noisy East German 
SLR camera that was very 
labour intensive. You had to 
manually set the focus and 
exposure, and then wind the 


film on,” he explains. 

Despite all this, he 
persevered with his plan 
to make a record of the 
life he saw around him in 
Hackney, in his words, ‘a 
poor, run down, working 
class neighbourhood’. 

His early photographs 
include ones of bad housing, 
disappearing industries, 
deportations and protests 
against racism. They also, 
however, capture ‘just 
people being themselves, 
enjoying themselves at 
local events’. 

In the mid 80s, he stopped 
taking documentary photos. 

“All I could photograph 
in those years was my 
children growing up,” 
he says. 


Then, in the 2000s, 
he started putting all his 
old photos up on online 
photosharing website flickr. 

Together they make an 
extraordinary visual history 
of Hackney’s streets and 
communities, changing over 
time. And once made public, 
Alan’s private project began 
to attract huge amounts 
of attention, as people 
marvelled at its ghostly 
evocation of a past era. 

Alan, meanwhile, 
was prompted to pick his 
project up again. 

He says: “I bought a small 
digital camera and carried 
on. Now, I don’t leave home 
without it. Recently I’ve 
been taking photographs 
of Hackney from above,

big skies’.

I think GCSEs 
really brought my friends 
and I closer together, 
because we would text 
each other for help, meet 
to study and talk when we 
were stressed.” 

Headteacher Cheryl Day 
added: “I am absolutely 
delighted with today’s 
GCSE results.

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EARNING 
how to fail is so 
important,” says 
lannah Barker, 
adding: “It’s so good for 
you - it just might not feel 
that way at the time...” 

Hannah speaks from 
experience. The Dalston- 
living writer and director’s 
latest play opened at 
Shoreditch Town Hall on 1 
September. The production, 
‘Sleepless’, follows the 
true story of a family 
that has been plagued 
for generations by a rare, 
genetic sleep disorder. 

It combines powerful 
storytelling with rigorous 
scientific research and, 
following its two-week run 
in Shoreditch, will embark 
on a European tour. Still, 
there was a time when she 
was less in demand. 

“I studied theatre at 
Royal Holloway and 
then Central School of 
Speech and Drama,” she 
remembers. Adding: “In 
our final summer, some 
friends and I took a show to 
Edinburgh and it was all so 
exciting. Then - bam - real 
life hit. We all went our 
separate ways, took a string 
of terrible jobs and made 
terrible shows that got ‘zero 
star’ reviews. But you have 
to go through that to learn 
from it.” 

Today, she has a string of 
theatre awards to her name 
but, back then she says: “I 
was working for an agency, 
making tea and tidying up, 
and holding down two bar 
jobs too, one in Dalston 
and another in Islington.” 

With friends, she tried to 
make theatre in between 
these jobs. It wasn’t easy. 
“Theatre can be a bit 
impenetrable. It can be hard 
to get plays put on that tell

the routes into theatre often 
require connections or 
financial support. I’m pretty 
middle class, but I was 
raised by a single mum and 
there was no way she could 
support me while I cut 
my teeth working for free 
in theatre, which is often 
what’s expected.”

Christophe Duclos. He was 
pushed in front of a train at 
Mile End station in 2002 
by Stephen Soans-Wade, 
a man with a history of 
mental illness. 

“We wanted to explore 
the question of why a crime 
of that sort gets committed, 
so we ended up talking to 
charities like Mind to delve 
into Britain’s mental health 
system,” says Hannah. 

Money, however, was an 
issue. Hannah laughs: “We 
found a bunch of stuff in 
a skip to use as a set. And 
begged and borrowed to 
put it on.” 


In the end, the company’s 
debut show, ‘Mile 
End’, went to the 2007 
Edinburgh Festival where 
it met with great success: 
winning a Fringe First, 
as well as The Arches 
Brick Award, and was 
shortlisted for a Total 
Theatre Award and the 
Edinburgh International 
Festival Award. 

Hannah says: “I don’t 
think all theatre has to be 
political, but mine does! 

“I find theatre a brilliant 
place to ask ethical or 
interesting questions, and 
talk about who we are and 
what we’re doing.” 

Having spent a year 
teaching in Tanzania, she 
now volunteers for the 
international development 
charity Sponsored Arts for 
Education (SAFE). 

“It uses the arts to 
communicate difficult 
messages to hard to reach 
communities, like talking 
about AIDS and HTV 
in the Muslim communities 
of Zanzibar, or exploring 
disease and war,” 
says Hannah. 

She also works with 
British charities like 
Parkinson’s UK and devises 
theatre workshops for 
young people too. 

“The problem is that 
every time we explore an 
issue through a show, I get 
drawn in, and then I don’t 
want to drop that interest,” 
she laughs. 

Still, there are benefits to 
all this extra work. Hannah 
continues: “The work 
we do outside theatre is 
important because theatre 
shouldn’t be some sealed 
off, special world. My sister 
is a great barometer for 
me because she absolutely 
hates theatre. So I take her 
with me to shows as a test. 
Theatre needs to reach 
out to the unconvinced, 
otherwise - for me at least - 
it’s not doing its job.”

Waste hot want not 


R esidents are 

being asked to 
back Zero Waste 
Week, which 
runs from runs from 5 to 
9 September, by using a 
clever bit of new tech. 

Hot bins compost food 
and garden waste all year 
round. They can reach 
temperatures of up to 60C, 
to tackle all cooked and 
raw food waste. 

Using one will help 
residents throw away less 
food, as well as producing 
rich compost perfect for 
the garden. 

Rob Marsh, 34, from 
Clapton, said: “It provides 
mulching compost in about 
four weeks, which I have 
been using around roses 
and digging into flower 
beds. I placed a tray at 
the bottom to collect the 
leachate, which I have 
been diluting and using 
to water the plants 


with great results. 

“I have had no problems 
with odours when the bin is 
closed, and no pest issues.” 

Zero Waste Week is an 
annual awareness campaign 
aimed at reducing landfill, 
protecting the environment, 
and helping people save 
money and preserve 
resources. It encourages 
everybody from individuals 
to large corporations to 
take steps to reduce the 
waste they produce. 

The Council offers 
reduced price hot bin 
starter kits. The units are 
subsidised, so instead of 
being £179, residents can 
get one for £147.50.

FRESH from the Edinburgh Fringe festival, this Royal 
Shakespeare Company production is billed as a ‘play that is not 
well-behaved’. 

Alice Birch’s quick fire script certainly attempts to subvert many 


reason for existence and self-fulfilment. Men obviously get a hard 
time, but so do the women that unconsciously collude with the 
patriarchy. 

What starts as a taut feminist critique of what it is to be a woman in 


things including the inherently sexist language which is so entrenched the 21 st century, quickly unravels into a disjointed mess, full of sound 


in common parlance that it oppresses women in every situation from 
the bedroom to the boardroom. It also challenges the institution of 
marriage and the idea of motherhood being every woman’s ultimate 


and fury, but losing its focus along the way. Directed by Erica Wyman 
and with a strong cast, it does however effectively capture the pure 
rage that continuing inequality engenders.

F lOM sustainable 
theatres and 
restored 
almshouses, to 
mosques and recycled tube 
train carriages, London’s 
largest annual festival of 
architecture returns with 
the chance to visit 750 
buildings - of which over 
40 are in Hackney. 

Open House London 
was created in 1992 
to promote public 
awareness of the capital’s 
architecture. This year’s 
festival is set to take place 
over the weekend of 17 
and 18 September. 

The theme is ‘Equitable 


City’, a reference to the 
belief that all of London’s 
citizens have a stake in the 
design and maintenance of 
their built environment. 

Rory Olcayto, Open- 
City’s Director, said: 
“Open House gives 
Londoners the chance to 
explore the city’s great 
buildings and places that 
are usually off-limits. 

“From contemporary 
private homes to super- 
tall skyscrapers as well as 
hidden gems you didn’t 
know were there, nothing 
is off-limits during this 
annual weekend festival.” 

In Hackney, the festival 
includes Canopy House, 
N16, a modern conversion 
of a Victorian house,

featuring a black brick 
rear extension with an 
oak clad canopy and 
window seat. 

The White Building, 

E9, once a disused 
print works, is now a 
multifunctional space with 
views of the Olympic Park. 
Some of its significant 
features include nets of 
sheep wool suspended 
from ceilings, a restaurant 
and brewery. 

The borough’s haven 


for wildlife, Woodberry 
Wetlands, N16, is new 
this year, having only been 
open since May. It features 
reed-fringed ponds and a 
reservoir with cafe. 

Described as ‘the perfect 
example of Edwardian 
variety theatre remaining 
in London’, Hackney 
Empire, E8, has a Grade 
II* listed auditorium and 
has undergone restorations 
to the interiors and back 
stage areas. 


Meanwhile, 2008 
RIBA-winner Rivington 
Place, EC2A, which 
houses African art and 
architecture alongside 
contemporary music and 
art, is also listed. 

Hackney’s hidden gem, 
Dalston Eastern Curve 
Garden, E8, which was 
created on an abandoned 
railway, allows the public 
a quick escape from the 
hustle and bustle of city 
life, and features a large 
wooden pavilion and 
biodiversity planting. 

Haggerston School, E2, 
is a Grade II listed building 
in the brutalist style using 
blockish brickwork, 
timber, and glass. It was 
designed by modernist 


architect Erno Goldfinger 
in the early 1960s. 

While Shoreditch Town 
Hall, EC1V, is another 
magnificent Grade II 
listed building featuring 
a rabbit warren of 
basement rooms. 

Finally, walking tours 
this year, start at Murray 
Grove, Nl, and end at 
Whitmore Road, Nl, 
taking in Hackney’s 
cluster of three significant 
timber-framed buildings.

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by Hackney residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough elections 
took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee the Council and 


its services. They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local representative 
and ask them to take up issues that may 
be of concern. Generally they can help with 
Council related matters, but if the issue is the 


responsibility of another person or organisation, 
councillors can often point people in the right 
direction and tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors representing areas 
called wards - see map below. 


Hackney has an executive Mayor, who is not a councillor, but is 
directly elected by the entire borough. This election will take 
place on 15 September. The Mayor is the political leader of 
the Council, overseeing the budget and all Council services. 
Civic and ceremonial duties are undertaken by the Speaker of 
Hackney who is elected annually from among the borough’s 57 
councillors. The current Speaker is Cllr Rosemary Sales.

London’s

T HIS week marks the 
350th anniversary 
of one of the 
greatest disasters 
to ever befall London: the 
Great Fire of 1666. 

Starting in a baker’s shop 
in Pudding Lane, an area 
of tightly packed wooden 
houses near warehouses full 
of tar, oil and spirits, and 
fanned by a strong easterly 
wind, the fire burned from 
2 to 5 September, destroying 
13,200 houses, 87 parish 
churches, the Guildhall, 
the Royal Exchange and St 
Paul’s Cathedral, among 
other important buildings. 
Of the City’s 80,000 
inhabitants, 70,000 were 
left homeless. 

Of course the fire itself 
didn’t reach as far north 
as Hackney, but the many 
changes made to planning 
control and building 


regulations as a result of 
the destruction, did impact 
upon local buildings erected 
in later years. In the 1 8th 
century, as Hackney became 
a desirable out-of-town 
place to live, new houses 
were erected to meet the 
demand for both smart 
villas and formal terraces. 

Various laws were 
passed between 1667 and 
1772, gradually tightening 
control of how new homes 
should be built, which was 
consolidated in the Building 
Act of 1774. This aimed to 
standardise construction 
and quality, making 
buildings as fire proof as 
possible, and was so strict 
that it became known as 
‘The Black Act’. 

Its rules led to the 
development of what we 
now think of as the typical 
Georgian town house, many 
examples of which can still 
be seen in the Hackney area. 

The first changes came 



in the London Building Act 
of 1667, which introduced 
the role of surveyors to 
enforce its regulations. It 
stated that timber frames 
were now forbidden and 
all houses had to be built in 
brick or stone apart from 
shop fronts, doors, window 
frames and joists, the latter 
of which had to be hidden 
behind brickwork for safety. 

The size of a building had 
to be in relation to the street 
in which it stood - no huge 
houses in tiny streets - and 
the streets themselves had to 
be wide enough to act as a 
fire break, preventing flames 
from leaping from one side 
to the other. 

Later legislation 
outlawed timber cornices 


and stipulated that brick 
parapets had to rise 30 
inches above the garret 
floor level, which led to 
the development of low 
M-shaped roofs with their 
ridges running parallel to 
the front of houses instead 
of the sides. Windows, 
instead of being flush with 
the brickwork, had to 
have sills of at least four 
inches - the thickness of 
one brick - to set them 
back from the facade. 

The 1774 Act went 
further, requiring that 
much of the surrounding 
woodwork of windows be 
recessed into the brickwork 
itself, effectively hiding part 
of the frame.

better-off families would 
have steps up to the front 
door and an open space - 
the ‘area’ - in front with 
steps down to the basement 
for deliveries and access 
by servants. 

Sometimes terraces 
fronted onto a central 
communal garden, creating 
the London square, a unique 
and defining feature of the 
city which still makes a 
massive contribution to the 
quality of life in London. 

Some of the earliest 
Georgian survivals in 
Hackney are on the west 
side of Clapton Common, 
where the different groups 
of houses display a variety of 
architectural features. 

On the west side of Stoke 
Newington Common is 
Sanford Terrace, with both 
three-storey houses with 
sunken basements and 
two-storey ones with attics 
and basements. 

The frontages of the 


houses in Sutton Place were 
washed with soot and the 
mortar picked out in white 
to make the bricks appear to 
be of better quality. 

Once you know what to 
look for, spotting Georgian 
buildings and the distinctive 
features that came about 
because of the Great Fire 
can become fun whenever 
you walk down one of 
Hackney’s older streets. So, 
keep your eyes peeled and 
see what you can find...

Makes 4-6 portions 


Preparation time

Ingredients 

For the meatballs 

• 500g quality minced beef 

• 1 onion grated (or finely chopped) 

• 2 heaped teaspoons Dijon mustard 

• 1 courgette, grated 

• 2 cloves garlic, crushed 

• 1 heaped tablespoon dried oregano 

• 1 large free-range egg 

• 1 cup of breadcrumbs 

• Freshly ground black pepper 

• Olive oil. 

For the sauce 

• 1 bunch fresh basil 

• 1 medium onion 

• 1 red pepper (diced) 

• 1 carrot (grated) 

• 2 cloves garlic 

• y 2 fresh or dried red chilli 

• 2 x 400g tinned chopped tomatoes 

• 2 tablespoons balsamic vinegar 

• Wholegrain pasta to serve. 


Method 

• For the meatballs: In a large bowl, combine all the 
beef meatball ingredients and mix thoroughly 

• Using your hands roll into about 1 6-20 small balls and 
lay them on a non-stick baking tray. Bake in the oven 
for 1 5-20mins. The time will vary according to how big 
the meatballs are. 

• For the sauce: Heat 1 teaspoon of olive oil in a pan 
over a medium heat 

• Add the onion and fry until it starts to go translucent. 
Add the garlic and fry for a further minute. Add in the 
diced pepper and grated carrot, half the basil and 
chilli, stir. Cook over a medium heat for 1 0 minutes 

• Add the chopped tomatoes and the balsamic vinegar. 
Stir, then lower the heat and simmer for about 10-15 
minutes until you have a thick, concentrated sauce 

• Using a hand blender, blend the sauce until it reaches 
the desired consistency. Then combine the meatballs 
with the sauce and serve with wholegrain pasta. Tear 
up the remaining basil leaves and sprinkle on top just 
before serving.
